BOY HUNTER DIES 
FROM WOUNDS IN 
OUN EXPLOSION 


Youth Is Shot By Own 
Gun While Hunting 
Near Emmitsburg , 
Thursday Aft­ 
ernoon.

Ernest Kelly, 15-year-old son of Mr, 
{and Mrs. William Kelly, of Franklin­ 
town, 
Frederick county, 
Maryland, 
died in the Annie M. Warner hospital 
Thursday afternoon 
about 
an hour 
after his admittance from injuries re­ 
ceived when the shotgun, with which 
I he was hunting, was accidentally ex­ 
ploded, the charge entering his abdo­ 
men. 
The youth, who has been employed 
at the St. Joseph’s convent for a short 
time, had been hunting in the vicinity 
of Mt. St. Mary’s college Thursday In 
'company with a companion by the 
name of Humerick and was in the act 
of climbing over a bridge wall when 
the accident occurred.
